Province puts a 
halt on U of A 
financial review 


Education. Look at 
the books meant to 
help school deal with 
budget crunch

An external financial review of 
the University of Alberta has 
been called off. 

The government called for 
the review earlier this year, to 
help the institution deal with a 
massive deficit, some of which 
was brought on by recent prov¬ 
incial cuts to post secondaiy 
education. 

Advanced Education Minis¬ 
ter Thomas Lukaszuk said the 
review was meant to help the 
institution find savings and 
deal with the budgetary issues. 


“We had offered the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta assistance 
relevant to restructuring their 
financial management, becom¬ 
ing financially viable and deal¬ 
ing with their structural finan¬ 
cial issues,” he said. 

Lukaszuk said before the 
outside review could even get 
underway, the school took it 
upon itself to move in the right 
direction. 

“I am satisfied that the 
University of Alberta has com¬ 
mitted to do what needs to be 
done,” he said. 

No one from the university 
was available for an interview 
Wednesday, but the school did 
issue a statement. 

“The University of Alberta 
has not changed its process 
or structure for budgeting 
other than to accelerate the 
timetable to reach a balanced 
budget at the request of gov¬ 
ernment. We continue to work 


hard to meet the financial tar¬ 
gets set by the government and 
are confident we will be able to 
do so,” the statement read. 

Adam Woods, student 
union vice-president external, 
said he hopes this means the 
government and the institu¬ 
tion will have a better working 
relationship. 

“We’re hopeful that this is 
a step in the right direction 
so far as the university is con¬ 
cerned. We hope this is a step 
toward a more trusting rela¬ 
tionship,” he said. 

Woods said the students’ 
union would still like to see 
a more open, collaborative 
budget process. 

“It shouldn’t just be be¬ 
tween the government and the 
university. We go here too. I 
fund a good portion of this uni¬ 
versity’s budget and we should 
have as much say as they do,” 
he said.

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Ward 12 forum. 

Transparency 
and public 
consultation 
hot topics 

City council’s transparency was 
at issue at the Ward 12 forum 
Wednesday night. 

Candidate Chinwe Olcelu 
was on the attack, challenging 
incumbent Amarjeet Sohi on 
council’s record of account¬ 
ability. Olcelu also accused 
council of being irresponsible 
with funds allocated for the 
southeast LRT expansion. 

“Is there something that 
will blow up in our face down 
the road? I want to know why 
the city is not forthcoming in 
disclosing more information 
and making it accessible to the 
public,” he said. 

Sohi defended council’s 
actions over his past term in 
office, saying they had been re¬ 
sponsible. Achieving transpar¬ 
ency, he argued, is a complex 
process. “When you negotiate 
with other businesses, you 
don’t put all your cards on the 
table, because then eveiybody 
knows what you’re asking 
for,” he said. “There has to be a 
balance between transparency 
and protecting the interests of 
the taxpayers.” 

Olcelu identified inconsis¬ 
tent consultation with voters 
as another problem. The lack 
of information, he said, breeds 
mistrust of city council. 

“If you’re involved with the 
community, you know a com¬ 
munity is willing to work with 
city council,” he said. “All they 
want is to be consulted.” 

Sohi supported better con¬ 
sultation, but said he was skep¬ 
tical of promises to improve 
public involvement without 
more concrete suggestions. 

He said consultation should 
be balanced with the need for 
council efficiency. 

A third candidate, Raja Ab¬ 
bas, did not attend the forum.

Fifteen candidates vied for the 
votes of central residents at 
the Ward 6 forum last night. 

The forum for the down¬ 
town ward attracted ques¬ 
tions about downtown 
problems, including the 
concentration of social servi¬ 
ces, making the core safe for 
families and curbing urban 
sprawl. 

All of the candidates 


agreed that sprawl was hurt¬ 
ing the core by pushing servi¬ 
ces out to the city’s edge. 

“In the last 10 years the 
City of Edmonton spent $10.6 
billion; only a small, small 
fraction was spent in Ward 
6,” said Scott McKeen. 

He said he intended to 
push for more investment 
downtown. 

“I think it’s critical that 
the councillor act as the com¬ 
munity advocate,” McKeen 
said. 

Heather Mackenzie said 
she believes the city is mov¬ 
ing in the right direction and 
she wants to continue that 
growth. 

“It’s like we are living in 
a different city. So much has 
changed in our core,” she

said. 

She said the core needs to 
be better for families to help 
increase that vibrancy. 


“We need to bring back 
the jelly to our donut,” she 
said. 

The concentration of so¬ 
cial housing and services in 
core neighbourhoods was 
also top of mind and Derrick 
Forsythe said the rest of the 
city has to share the burden. 

“Homelessness is not a 
downtown problem; it’s a 
city-of-Edmonton problem,” 
he said. 

Dexx Williams said there 
was too much pressure on 
central neighbourhoods, be¬ 
cause the non-market hous¬ 
ing and social services are 
there. 

“What I would like to see 
done is do more work to even¬ 
ly disperse that pressure,” he 
said.

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U of A promises to beef up 
mental-health programs

The University of Alberta is 
pledging to boost its efforts 
on student mental health 
using everything from ther¬ 
apy animals to more robust 
health services to keep stu¬ 
dents happy and healthy. 

Robin Everall, the school’s 
associate dean of students, 
wrote a report on the issue 
and said fundamentally it 
comes down to the fact that 
healthy students are success¬ 
ful ones. 

“We know that student 
mental health is really im¬ 
portant and is the founda¬ 
tion of student success,” she 
said. “We need to be healthy 
people in order to achieve 
our goals.” 

The report recommends 
spreading out mental health 
services across campus, 
creating a community so¬ 
cial work team for students 
and extending the Unwind 
your Mind program to run 
throughout the year. 

The unwind program has 
brought Chimo therapy dogs

Cops arrest 

‘sovereign 

citizen’ 

RCMP have arrested a man 
as part of their investigation 
into allegations that a group 
of self-proclaimed sovereign 
citizens has taken over a 
trapper’s cabin in northwest¬ 
ern Alberta. 

Police say Paul Fiola, who 
is believed to be from Mani¬ 
toba, was arrested Monday. 

He faces charges of 
uttering threats, using a 
firearm in the commission 
of an offence and possession 
of a firearm while prohibited 
from having one. 

Police say two firearms 
and ammunition were seized 
and officers stayed on scene 
while the man was evicted 
from the area by Alberta Fish 
and Wildlife officers. 

RCMP say the arrest was 
related to complaints made 
by trappers about some 
people in the area. 

Last week, police said 
the individuals may have 
been associated with the so- 
called Freemen-on-the-Land 
movement. 

Alberta Environment says 
in May it tried to evict people 
living in tents on Crown 
land in the area and that it 
had received reports that the 
people had moved into at 
least one trapper’s cabin. 

The FBI considers the 
Freeman movement a 
domestic terror threat in the 
United States, but followers 
in Canada have said they do 
not support violence.

As the province ponied up 
new cash to add hundreds of 
engineering spots at the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgaiy, arts majors 
were quick to grind the gov¬ 
ernment’s gears over enrol¬ 
ment and program cuts in 
their field. 

Alberta Premier Alison 
Redford announced the 
$142.5-million cheque to fin¬ 
ish expanding the Schulich 


School of Engineering. 

“We need more engineers 
in this province,” Redford said 
Wednesday. 

Expected to be completed 
in fall 2016, the expansion 
will make room for 400 more 
aspiring engineers. 

However, given a three- 
year freeze on operating cash, 
it’s unclear how the university 
plans to fill the new space. 

Up Highway 2, critics at the 
University of Alberta slammed 
the decision as they stare 
down a daunting financial gap 
of $84-million over the next 
two years. 

“There’s no instance of the 
minister coming and wanting 
to see what people are accom¬ 
plishing, he’s only wanting 
to see, ‘Oh, how can this be 


used to make more money? 
Or, how can this be sold to 
the private sector?’ “ said John 
Manderscheid, a histoiy and 
classics graduate student at 
the U of A. 

Alberta’s head of higher 
education Thomas Lulcaszuk 
told reporters his goal is to 
play to the strengths of Alberta 
institutions to make them 
competitive on the national 
and international stages. 

“We’re looking to make Al¬ 
berta the engineering power¬ 
house in Canada because 
we know this is where the 
jobs are, we know that this 
is where the industiy is but, 
most importantly, we know 
that this is where the talent 
is,” Lulcaszuk said.

Pity. Air Canada suspends its 
direct Edmonton-London flights 


Edmontonians looking for a 
London getaway will need to 
find a new way to get there, 
after Air Canada announced 
Wednesday it would be sus¬ 
pending its direct flight to the 
British capital. 

The airline announced it 
would stop offering the service 
on Jan, 8, 2014, but would re¬ 
start it on March 28 next year. 

In March there will be five 
flights a week and the service 
will gradually ramp up into 


daily service for the summer 
months. 

“Despite ongoing promo¬ 
tional initiatives over the past 
six years, the Edmonton-Lon¬ 
don route has always been a 
challenge to be profitable dur¬ 
ing these months,” said com¬ 
pany spokesperson, Angela 
Mah, in an email. 

The news was a disappoint¬ 
ment to Edmonton Internation¬ 
al Airport. 

“We’re sony to hear it. They 


are a really important partner 
for us and it’s a popular route, 
so it’s disappointing,” said Hea¬ 
ther Hamilton, director of com¬ 
munication and marketing. 

Hamilton said the decisions 
is a setback, but the airport in¬ 
tends to keep looking for new 
routes to serve the city. 

“Our goal is more flights to 
more places and we have been 
delivering that. We have new 
flights coming up.”

Question from Kerry Diotte: 

In a feature story in the Alber- 
taner newspaper, you describe 
your former profession as 
“business manager.” Would 
you please provide details, 
including dates you were in 
the position along with a list 
of your duties? 

Answer from Don Iveson: I held 
the title of‘Business Manager’ 
of the Gateway, the University 
of Alberta student newspaper, 
from 2002-2005.1 managed the 
business affairs of the paper, 
including accounting, product 
development, sales supervision, 
human resources and oversee 


ing design and distribution. 

Question from Karen 
Leibovid: Name the largest 
government financial agree¬ 
ment along with the dollar 
amount that you have suc¬ 
cessfully achieved where your 
significant leadership position 
played a key and instrumental 
role in achieving that agree¬ 
ment? 

Answer from Don Iveson: Ed¬ 
monton secured $497 million 
in provincial ‘Green Trip’ funds 
for NATT LRT. The Minister of 
Transportation had asked the 
Capital Region Board to priori¬ 


tize all the regional projects, 
and in my role as council’s 
representative to the Regional 
Transit Committee I helped 
broker regional support for LRT 
expansion, which is funded 
and is being built as we speak. 

More recently, as Chair of 
the Regional Transit Commit¬ 
tee I secured regional support 
for a 30-year vision for regional 
transit; this ministerially- 
approved vision informed 
the next round of Green Trip 
prioritization, which just last 
month includes key regional 
support for Southeast LRT as 
the top priority for Green Trip 
investment. 


Question from Don Iveson: 
Describe any motions you 
proposed during the last 
three city budgets that 
passed; specifically, what 
was the purpose and tax 
levy impact? 

Answer from Kerry Diotte: 
During debate on three 
civic operations budgets 
I have proposed a total of 
more than $50 million in 
valid cost cutting motions 
but my fellow councillors 
didn’t have the appetite for 
making those cuts. 

I once supported a very 
green initiative to reduce 


the city’s printing budget 
by 10%, but didn’t get one 
vote of support for it. 

Question from Karen 
Leibovici: Name the lar¬ 
gest government financial 
agreement along with the 
dollar amount that you 
have successfully achieved 
where your significant 
leadership position played 
a key and instrumental 
role in achieving that 
agreement? 

Answer from Kerry Diotte: 
Of course, individual coun¬ 
cillors on their own can’t 


get money out of other 
levels of government. I’ve 
consistently supported lots 
of asks that council made 
to the province and federal 
government. 

Politicians in both those 
governments are likely still 
stinging from some of the 
harsh words they’ve been 
called by the mayor and 
some councillors. 

I don’t think name¬ 
calling helps. As mayor, 

I’d encourage my fellow 
councillors by my own be¬ 
haviour to see if we can get 
better results with honey 
than vinegar.

In the name of justice? 

89-year-old ‘martyr in 
the making’ is a public 
relations disaster for the 
prosecution, judge says 


A Toronto judge lambasted the 
government Wednesday for its 
prosecution of an 89-year-old 
peace activist who refused to 
fill out the 2011 census, and 
found her not guilty. 

Audrey Tobias admitted 
that she refused to fill out the 
basic personal information the 
census required because it was 
processed using software from 
U.S. military contractor Lock¬ 
heed Martin. 

But the judge noted there 
are two elements that the 
Crown must prove for a convic¬ 
tion: the act and the intent. 

Tobias’s testimony left 
Ontario Court Judge Ramez 


Khawly unsure whether she 
was accurately recalling her 
intent for refusing the census 
nearly 2 1/2 years ago, or if the 
passage of time has “dimmed 
her memoiy.” 

That left Khawly with rea¬ 
sonable doubt of Tobias’s intent 
and he said he therefore must 
acquit her. 

“Could they not have 
found a more palatable profile 
to prosecute as a test case?” 
Khawly said. “Anyone injustice 
who had not seen that coming 
should be ushered immediately 
into an introductoiy marketing 
course.” 

Tobias stood defiant on the 
courthouse steps, saying she 
was willing to be dragged off to 
jail if she had been found guilty. 

Asked whether she had 
been afraid of the prospect, she 
shrugged. 

“I was curious,” she said. 
“I wondered what it would be 

like.” THE CANADIAN PRESS 


France has revealed the exist¬ 
ence of two more journalists 
taken hostage in Syria, after the 
prime minister identified them 
in a radio interview, apparently 
by mistake. 

The disclosure that Nicolas 
Henin and Pierre Torres had 
been kidnapped while in Syria 
June 22 brings to four the total 
of French journalists known to 
be held hostage in Syria. 


The Foreign Ministry said 
Wednesday that Henin and Tor¬ 
res’ capture was not disclosed 
until now out of respect of their 
families’ wishes. However, in 
an interview on French radio 
Wednesday, Prime Minister 
Jean-Marc Ayrault named them 
for the first time while an¬ 
swering a question about two 
other kidnapped reporters.

Aid to Egypt cut until ‘credible progress* made 


Hundreds of millions 

of dollars slashed. 

America will still 
provide health and 
education assistance 
and money to secure 
borders and fight

The United States is cutting 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars in aid to Egypt in response 
to the ouster of President 
Mohamed Morsi and the crack¬ 
down by the militaiy-backed 
government on his supporters. 

The U.S. provides $1.5 bil¬ 
lion in aid each year to Egypt. 
While the State Department 
did not provide a dollar amount 
of what was being withheld, 
most of it was expected to be

Syrian refugees in Lebanon 
blamed for ourglaries, 
taking jobs, traffic jams 



Last year, as Syrian refugees 
were pouring in, signs started 
going up in Lebanese towns 
and villages imposing night¬ 
time curfews and warning the 
newcomers to stay away. Some 
referred just to “foreign work¬ 
ers,” others directly cited “Syr¬ 
ians.” 

The signs have since come 
down amid a campaign by hu¬ 
man rights activists who ral¬ 
lied in Beirut this summer and 
hung a banner from a bridge 
in the capital saying: “Excuse 
us for the behaviour of those 
who are racist among us.” 

But with more than a mil¬ 
lion refugees in a country of 
just 4.5 million, the tensions 
linger. Lebanon is the biggest 


recipient of Syrians fleeing 
the 2 1/2 -year civil war that 
has killed more than 100,000 
people and displaced millions. 
Syrians are accused of commit¬ 
ting burglaries, of cutting into 
the job market, even of caus¬ 
ing traffic jams. 

Judi, a 22-year-old student, 
describes being ordered out of 
a taxi when the driver learn¬ 
ed she is Syrian. Majid, who 
works at a parking lot, says he 
has taken to hiding his nation- 
ality. 

Many Lebanese have 
opened their homes, but Lama 
Fakih of Human Rights Watch 
said refugees tell the organiza¬ 
tion that they feel a growing 
hostility, the associated press

The U.S. decision to slash 
aid to Egypt will create new 
friction in Washington’s al¬

The move will anger Persian 
Gulf states, push Egypt to seek 
assistance from U.S. rivals and 
upend decades of close ties 
with the Egyptians that have 
been a bulwark of stability in 
the Middle East. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Jen Psaki said in a 


statement Wednesday that the 
U.S. will withhold deliveiy of 
certain large-scale militaiy sys¬ 
tems as well as cash assistance 
to the Egyptian government 
until “credible progress” is 
made toward an inclusive gov¬ 
ernment set up through free 
and fair elections. 

The U.S. will still provide 
health and education assist¬ 
ance and money to help Egypt 
secure its borders, fight terror¬ 


ism and ensure security in the 
Sinai. 

The U.S. also will continue 
to provide parts for militaiy 
equipment coming from the 
United States as well as mil¬ 
itaiy training and education. 
The U.S. militaiy has con¬ 
tinued shipments of thousands 
of spare parts for American 
weapons systems used by the 
Egyptian forces.

Canadians held in Egypt 
release video on YouTube 


Two Canadians who remain 
trapped in Egypt after being 
released from jail have made 
their first appearance in an on¬ 
line video. 

John Greyson and Tarek 
Loubani, who were detained 
for seven weeks in Cairo, ap¬ 
pear healthy and upbeat as they 
speak in the 66-second video 
posted Wednesday to YouTube. 
Greyson said in the video that 
while the “ordeal’s not over” it 
was time for the pair to say “hi” 
to those who supported them. 
It’s not clear when Egypt will 
allow them to fly home. An offi¬ 


cial said the men remain under 
investigation, and it’s up to a 
judge when they are free. 

While the two men were 
let go this past weekend from 
a Cairo jail they’ve described as 
squalid, it’s not yet clear when 
Egyptian authorities will allow 
them to fly home. 

A spokesman for Egypt’s 
Foreign Affairs Ministry has 
said the men remained under 
active investigation, and that 
it’s up to an investigative judge 
to decide when they are free to 
return to Canada.

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Malala's fame causes fear 
of Taliban at former school 



Pakistan. While the 
world cheers for the 
Nobel Peace Prize 
nominee, ex-classmates, 
teachers are haunted by 
the threat of extremists 


One year after a Taliban bul¬ 
let tried to silence Malala 
Yousafzai’s demand for edu¬ 
cation, she has published a 
book and is a contender for 
the Nobel Peace Prize. But 
the militants threaten to kill 
her should she dare return 
home to Pakistan, and the 
principal at her old school 
says that as Malala’s fame 
has grown, so has fear in her 
classrooms. 

Although Malala remains 
in Britain and her assailant 
is still at large, police say 
the case is closed. And many 
Pakistanis publicly wonder 


whether the shooting was 
staged to create a hero for 
the West to embrace. 

Shortly after the attack, 
Pakistani schoolchildren 
filled the streets carrying 
placards with the words: 
“I am Malala.” A year later, 
a popular refrain is “Why 
Malala?” 

In Pakistan’s Swat Valley, 
the giant sign that once iden¬ 
tified Malala’s school is gone. 
Rickshaws rumble to a stop 
as girls, their heads covered 
and faces obscured, scram¬ 
ble out and dash into the 
building. 

The school made no plans 
to recognize the anniversary, 
although children in other 
parts of the country did. 
Teachers and students are 
afraid. Even a giant poster 
of Malala that once embla¬ 
zoned the wall of the assem¬ 
bly hall has been removed. 

“We have had threats; 
there are so many prob¬ 


lems. It is much more dan¬ 
gerous for us after Malala’s 
shooting and all the atten¬ 
tion that she is getting,” 


said school principal Selma 
Naz. “The Taliban are very 
dangerous. They have gone 
from Swat, but still they 


have a presence here. It is 
hidden, but it is here. We 
all have fear in our hearts.”

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Chile facing the cold truth about glaciers 


An icy prospect. 

Congressional battle 
could impact the 
world’s supplies of 
copper and gold, 
experts say 


How do you define a glacier? 

That question is at the 
heart of a congressional bat¬ 


tle in Chile that could deter¬ 
mine the future of mining in 
the world’s largest copper- 
producing countiy. 

The revival of legislation 
to ban mining in glacial areas 
is spawning debate among 
miners, farmers and environ¬ 
mentalists . 

The key will be in the fine 
print. 

Will the final bill define 
glaciers as including frozen 


areas around them, pro¬ 
tecting them from industry? 

Will the bill apply retro¬ 
actively to mines already 
operating next to glaciers. 

A broad new law could 
have a big impact on the 
world’s copper and gold sup¬ 
plies, experts say. 

Mining offers Chile’s poor 
their best shot at a middle- 
class life, especially in the 
rugged desert areas in the 


north, where most mines are. 
Copper accounts for about a 
third of government revenue, 
and the state has a policy of 
shoring up national reserves 
during periods of high prices. 

The countiy has some of 
Latin America’s most stable 
ground rules for mining. 

But the narrow nation that 
stretches 2,650 miles (4,270 
kilometres) along the Pacific 
also has the largest number 


of glaciers, from icy southern 
Patagonia to its most north¬ 
ern latitudes. 

A broader definition could 
severely hamper the Chilean 
industry’s hopes to mine 
gold and copper from places 
where icy masses have re¬ 
treated on the surface, expos¬ 
ing rich ore veins that share 
mountaintops with other 
forms of glacier water. 

Already, environmental¬ 


ists have demanded tougher 
protections for nearby popu¬ 
lations and natural resources, 
and mining projects have 
faced costly delays. 

Jorge Daniel Taillant, 
director of the Center for 
Human Rights and the En¬ 
vironment, called glaciers a 
vulnerable resource that’s 
in jeopardy because of all 
the copper and gold mining.

Teens have a different Face- 
book than the rest of us. 

Their profiles aren’t 
searchable through Goo¬ 
gle, their default settings 
are more private and they 
only show up in Faceboolc’s 
new Graph Search to their 
“friends of friends” network. 

It’s all about teen safety. 

Facebook Canada invited 
reporters Wednesday to 
learn more about how the 
social network deals with 
that topic. 

Facebook’s manager of 
privacy and safety Nicky Jack- 
son said the company choos¬ 
es to give teens — kids are 
supposed to be at least 13 to 
be on the site — autonomy, 
in part because young people 
tend to go to Facebook to 
talk about things they can’t 
tell their parents about, such 
as violence in their home or 
coming out as LGBT. 

Facebook tries to give 
them a safe environment to 
communicate, she said. 

Jackson explained the dif¬ 
ferent ways a user can ask for 
help. 


There are built-in mech¬ 
anisms for reporting bully¬ 
ing to a trusted adult and to 
Facebook operators who can 
remove the bullying post. 

And there are mechan¬ 
isms for reporting crises 
such as suicide attempts to 
emergency services. 

Teen safety and privacy 
has been a controversial sub¬ 
ject for Facebook. 

American advocacy groups 
have launched a complaint 
with the U.S. Federal Trade

Commission, warning that 
children are vulnerable and

of Halifax teen Rehtaeh Par¬ 
sons, who died by suicide 
after bullying and an alleged 
sexual assault. 

The advertiser found Par¬ 
sons’ photos from a search 
engine and used them in the 
ad. Facebook took down the 
ads and banned the adver¬ 
tiser.

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NOBEL PRIZE WINNERS SHOULD 


I sometimes wish I lived in a world where Nobel 
Prize week was as popular as Shark Week. 

Alas, I live here. So while I might be excited 
to see people take home Nobel Prizes in physics 
or medicine or chemistry, I know it won’t get the 
public nearly so excited as footage of any of those 
people being eaten by a hammerhead. 

I’ve considered the potential of some reality 
TV glitz—each prize presented by Miley Cyrus, 
say, licking the medal like it’s chocolate 
wrapped in foil. Or the winners making public 
phone calls to childhood bullies so they can 
boast they’ve won a million dollars (as well as a 
large chocolate medallion and a chance to meet 
Hannah Montana.) 

But, really, we shouldn’t have to glitz it up at 
all. A Nobel Prize, after all, is one of the most respected awards in 
all of humankind, second only to The Daytime Emmy Awards. To 
illustrate, here’s atimeline (ofthe Nobels, not the Emmys). 

1888: Alfred Nobel, butler for reclusive billionaire Bruce 
Wayne and the inventor of dynamite, is shocked to read his own 
obituary in a French newspaper, which dubs Nobel “the merchant

of death.” In response, he creates the Nobel Prize so 
that he might be remembered more fondly, then 
has his critics blown up with dynamite. 

1901 : Wilhelm Conrad Rontgen becomes the 
first person to win a Nobel Prize for physics when 
he discovers X-rays, using the $1.2 million prize to 
buy a hundred years’ worth of X-ray Glasses ads in 
the back of Archie comics. 

1911: Marie Slclodowslca-Curie wins a Nobel 
Prize for chemistry. The Curie family wins five 
Nobel Prizes in total, earning them the nickname 
“the Sutter family ofthe Nobel Prize world” among 
those who are huge fans ofboth the Nobel Prize 
and the NHL. 

1953: Physicist Frederik Zernike wins for his in- 
vention of the phase contrast microscope, earning 
the scorn of his fellow physicists who had all made some pretty 
cool papier-mache volcanoes that erupt when you add baking 
soda. 

1965: The awards show institutes an annual memorial reel— 
showing all those who have died in science, for science and be¬ 
cause of science—which runs about 11 days. 


GET TO TWERK 


1973: Chemists Stanford Moore and William H. Stein win for 
their research showing that the Maxipad on the left soaks up far 
more blue liquid than the other guy’s sanitary napkin on the right. 

1992: The Nobel Prize for Swimsuit Competition is discon¬ 
tinued after complaints from women’s groups that the winner is 
always Swedish. 

2007: After years of snubs, Martin Scorsese finally wins a Nobel 
Prize for his physics work, which provided a mechanism to ex¬ 
plain the typical blood spatter pattern on gangsters’ pinstripe 
suits. 

2009: U.S. President Barack Obama’s selection as winner ofthe 
Nobel Peace Prize stirs controversy, especially after he declines the 
invitation to come to Oslo and has a drone pick it up on his behalf. 

As you can see, the Nobels have a colourful and even controver¬ 
sial history that should get people just as excited as any version of 
Jaws, whether a great white’s or Miley Cyrus’s. The beauty of sci¬ 
ence and the nobility of the human spirit should be enough to at¬ 
tract eyeballs. 

Or, what the hell, just get Robin Thiclce and Miley Cyrus to host 
and call the damn thing the Nobelz, if more people will watch. The 
Discovery Channel used to be a science station, after all.

Heather Inglis likes to push 
the envelope.

Her latest innovation, 
National Elevator Project, 
builds on the success she ex¬ 
perienced during the 2012

tel room. 

With that in the back of 
her mind, Inglis got to think¬ 
ing about what else she could 
do. 

“I have been interested in 
doing plays in small spaces. 
Being a smaller company, we 
started out not having a lot of 
cash, as tends to be the case 
for the arts, so I was thinking 
which spaces we could access 
for free,” explains Inglis. 


“The notion of elevators 
came up, but what could we 
do? Certainly not Macbeth. 
So, I started putting the feel¬ 
ers out and the response 
was amazing. Playwrights 
from across the country, 
representing every province, 
wanted to be part of this. It’s 
been really interesting how 
fascinated people are by the 
concept and what could hap¬ 
pen theatrically in an eleva¬ 
tor.”

Authors Christie Sims and 
Alara Branwen gained Internet 
notoriety after writing several 
volumes of dinosaur erotica, in¬ 
cluding Taken by the T-Rex and 
In the Velociraptor’s Nest. 

The two friends met at Texas 
A&M University, where they are 
both students, and found that 
writing erotica was not just fun, 
but also profitable. 

They decided to write lurid 
tales of ancient, scaly creatures 
having their way with women 
(under pen names, of course) 
and saw their novel idea take 
off. Branwen spoke with Metro 
about her strange success and 
even offered up a bonus: an 
amazing, Metro-exclusive, dino¬ 
saur sex scene with eveiyone’s 
favourite pop star, Miley Cyrus. 

How did you get into dino¬ 
saur erotica? Is it really just 
for the money? 

I first got into dinosaur erotica 
because I was burned out on 
doing dragon, were-creature, 
and the other kinds of erotica 
that I was doing at the time. 

I so burned out on writing it 
that I thought about quitting. 
However, as I was going for 
a walk one day, I thought 
about Jurassic Park. My mind 
immediately went to my work 
and I started picturing huge 
dinosaurs having sex with 
young women. I died laughing. 
I thought that writing a dino¬ 
saur erotica would be fun and 
would possibly reignite my pas¬ 



sion for writing. So I wrote a 
dino word pom. The stoiy was 
fun to write and it rekindled 
my excitement for writing. 

Do I write it just for 
the money? No. Of course, 
money is part of the reason 
I write. Since I am a writer, 
writing is my job and there¬ 
fore (money is) part of the 
reason I write. However, I 
write dinosaur and fantasy 
creature erotica because it’s 
unique, funny, fun and it is 
fresh enough to give me new 
ideas each time I sit down at 
the keyboard. 

Where do you draw literary 
inspiration for your prose? 

I get a lot of my basic writing 
structure from, believe it or 
not, Isaac Asimov. I am very 
fond of his simple style that is 
veiy clear and makes it easy 
for readers to connect to him. 
When it comes to my sex 
scenes though, I draw a lot of 
inspiration from R. A. Salva¬ 
tore. His combat scenes are 
what taught me how to write 
action oriented scenes. Piers 
Anthony and Robert Heinlein 
are also big inspirations for my 
work for various reasons. 

How did you get your books 
noticed in the first place? 

I think they got noticed at 
the level they have been 
noticed because someone 
made fun of my art covers 
and story titles on their blog. 
Other people made fun of my 
work on their own blogs. Jez¬ 
ebel saw the stories and did 
a piece on it, as did the Daily 
Mail. Then my book titles 
spread like wildfire. Now 
they are all over the place. 

How do you two divide your 
work? 

Christie and I both write 
together. Basically I write until 
I get tired, and then Christie 
takes over. Together we are 


able to do about 5,000 to 9,000 
words per day on working 
days. 

Who are your readers? 

If you want a breakdown of 
our fans, it’s about 60 per cent 
men and 40 per cent women. 
Most of our readers seem to be 


between the ages of 24 to 60, 
with most of our readers being 
in the 30 to 40 age range. 

Do they seriously fantasize 
about dinosaurs or is there 
some sort of irony on their 
part, too? 

I think they do seriously fan¬ 


tasize about dinosaurs, drag¬ 
ons, minotaurs, centaurs or 
whatever the stoiy is about. 
However, some readers buy 
the stories just because they 
think they are funny or 
crazy. It doesn’t matter to 
Christie or me why our read¬ 
ers buy them, just as long

Between what he’s put the 
couples through on Down- 
ton Abbey and now taking 
on Romeo and Juliet, you’d 
be forgiven for assuming 
writer Julian Fellowes is 
more than a little obsessed 
with doomed, tragic love. 
And he’d admit you’re onto 
something — but it’s not 
his fault, he swears. 

“This whole business of 
love ending in death, I grew 
up on it,” he says. 

“I mean, you remember 
those songs — Tell Laura 
I Love Her and Leader of 
the Pack and Terry — they 
were all ending up with the 
guy dying on the motor¬ 
bike or being smashed in 
the car race or whatever. 
And that was really my 
adolescent culture. So in a 
way I got there before Twi¬ 
light.” 

But early exposure to 
pop music aside, Fellowes 
insists he’s just giving audi¬ 
ences what they really, real¬ 
ly want. 

“There is something 
about the ultimate sacri¬ 
fice to preserve your love, 
which is completely pure 
and takes over your life, 
that we all find very appeal¬ 
ing — perhaps because it’s 
a sort of ideal that most of 
us don’t live up to,” he says 
of the enduring appeal of 
Shakespeare’s romantic tra- 
gedy. 

“There is a moment in 
some incredibly unhappy 
pursuit where most of us 
think, ‘Oh, the hell with it’ 
and then we just go home. 
But what we love about 
these lovers is that they 
don’t think that. 

“They go all the way 
and in the end they would 
rather die than be apart. It 
somehow chimes with the 
memory of first love and 


early love, which we’ve all 
been through.” 

And when he says “we 
all,” he’s including himself 
in that equation. 

“These stories — and 
Romeo more than any other 
— take us back into that 
emotion,” he says. 

“And I suppose I respond 
to that as much as anyone 
else does, really. Odd as it 
may seem looking at this 
porky old fellow, bald and 
fat, once inside there was a 
lover.” 

That does leave one nag¬ 
ging question, though: With 
so many previous adapta¬ 
tions of the Bard’s love 
story — and especially with 
Franco Zeffirelli’s definitive 
1968 edition and Baz Luhr- 
mann’s more experimental 
1996 entry — why does the 
world need yet another? 

“There are certain stories 
that won’t die, and they just 
continually get reinvented,” 
Fellowes explains. 

“Sometimes (Romeo and 
Juliet has) been turned into 
modern musicals about the 


back streets of New York 
or it’s been made modern 
and set in an ice rink or it’s 
in an underground garage 
or everyone’s in Nazi uni¬ 
forms. 

“But the point is we keep 
going back to it. And I think 
the reason we go back to it 
is that it touches something 
at our very core. 

“And that’s why it seemed 
right to give this generation 
their own Romeo and Juli¬ 
et and not constantly get 
out a fuzzy VHS of Zeffi¬ 
relli’s.”

In this four-part series, we’re 
serving up some lessons to help 
get your living room looking 
fabulous just in time for upcom¬ 
ing holiday parties. This week 
we’ll cover how to avoid getting 
hung up on artwork. Knowing 
the rules will help you create 
beautiful living room walls. 

Hanging 

• If you’re hanging art over a 
large piece of furniture such 
as a sofa or low cabinet, fill a 
distance two-thirds the width 
of the furniture with art, and 
hang the art 10 to 16 inches 
from the top of the furniture. 

• When hanging art on a wall 
that has no furniture in front of 
it, the middle of the art should 
be 66 to 72 inches from the floor. 

• The lower you hang your art¬ 
work, the higher your ceilings 
will appear — a great trick in a 
room with standard eight-foot 
ceilings. 

• Always hang art in relation¬ 
ship to the floor, not the height 
of your ceilings. Higher ceilings 
don’t mean you hang your art¬ 
work higher.

Arranging 

• Many little pieces of art can be 
grouped together to create the 
effect of a large piece of art. 

• When grouping pieces to fill a 
wall, start by placing the largest 
piece in the middle and work 
outward to the smallest. 

• A grouping of art scattered 
down a hallway can act as light¬ 
ing if each piece has a picture 
light hung over it. 

Style 

• If you’re framing a variety of 
art so it coordinates in a room, 
use frames with similar colours 
or tones. Not all the frames 
have to be the same style, but 
they should share similar fin¬ 
ishes such as gold, dark wood, 
white and so on. 

• Mixing styles of artwork is a 
nice way to create an eclectic 
balance. Use the two-thirds- 
one- third rule — that is, use 
two-thirds of your preferred 
style, one-third of an alterna¬ 
tive style. 

• Not sure what type of art will 
look nice in your living room? 
Look at the style of your area 
rug; if the colours are rich then 
an oil painting might match 
nicely. If your area rug has a 
modem, monochromatic style

then black and white photo art 
will match well. 

Cost 

• Art is veiy subjective; an in¬ 
herited portrait of grandma 
could be digitally revamped 
into something Warhol-esque 
and cost you virtually nothing. 

• The best sources for great art 
on the cheap? Estate sales, art 
fairs, art school yearly sales and 
pieces you make yourself. 

• A good piece of art should 
cost twice as much as your sofa 
— a guideline that will help 
when budgeting your decor for 
the living room.

needs to be stored, pick a 
size that won’t look clut¬ 
tered when finished and 
will leave extra room for 
the future. Consider tools 
like shovels or brooms to 
make sure the panels are in¬ 
stalled high enough. 

Locate and mark the studs 

Once you’ve decided where 
you want to place your slat¬ 
wall, use a stud finder and 
mark each stud with a pen¬ 
cil, as this is where you will 
secure the slatwall in place. 

Depending on the wall 
and the type of studs, you 
may need different screws 
to safely hold the new stor¬ 
age wall in place. Check 
with a professional when 
buying the panels to make 
sure you have the proper 
screws for your garage. 

Level and install the 
panels 

Slatwalls have grooves 
along the outside edges to 
give them a seamless ap¬ 
pearance when they con¬ 
nect, so make sure your 
first panel is level. 

Don’t rely upon the floor, 
ceiling or walls as guides as 
they may not be perfectly 
straight. Using the proper 


screws and an electric drill, 
install the first panel and 
check that it’s level. Con¬ 
tinue the above process for 
the rest of your panels. 

Ensure the screws are 
all the way in or they could 
stop accessories from sit¬ 
ting in the grooves proper¬ 
ly. If you’re using a ladder 
to install higher panels, 
make sure to have a spotter 
to keep the ladder steady. 

Install fixtures 

The fixtures simply fit into 
the grooves of the slatwall 
and can be easily reconfig¬ 
ured at any time. All that’s 
left to do is sit back and 
enjoy your newly organized 
garage.

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It’s time for a winter safety tune-up 


Home maintenance. 

Here are a list of tasks 
that need tending to 
in the weeks ahead 


Leaves are turning, temper¬ 
atures are dipping — and 
as those cheery folks from 
Game of Thrones’ House 
of Stark like to remind us, 
winter is coming. 

For homeowners or 
home dwellers, that means 
there are chores that need 
doing to ensure a safe 
and healthy home for the 
months to come. From the 
basement to the attic, here 
are some things that need 
tending to in the weeks 
ahead. 

Furnace 

You can’t get through a win¬ 
ter without one in our part 
of the world — or at least a 
heating stove of some sort. 
But the beast in the base¬ 
ment needs regular care and 
maintenance to run effi¬ 
ciently and safely. “It should 
be done once a year, particu¬ 
larly in the winter when the 
furnace will be running. You 
don’t want to have any prob¬ 
lems with carbon monoxide,” 
says Wolf Saxler, manager of 
healthy environments for To¬ 
ronto Public Health. 

Filters should be replaced 
as frequently as the unit’s 
manufacturer instructs, 
he says. “Put a date on it so 
you know when it was last 
changed and just replace it. It 


helps with allergens and dust 
moving around the house. 
And it helps with the effi¬ 
ciency of the furnace.” 

Raynald Marchand of the 
Canada Safety Council says if 
there’s a humidifier system 
attached to the furnace, it’s 
a good idea to give it a good 
cleaning. Bacteria can ac¬ 
cumulate in the units, espe¬ 
cially the older drum types, 
he says. 

Carbon monoxide detectors 

Hopefully if you’ve kept your 
furnace in good shape, car¬ 
bon monoxide shouldn’t be a 
problem. Still, experts recom¬ 
mend having carbon monox¬ 
ide detectors to alert you in 
case there is a build up of the 
odourless gas, which can kill. 

Like real estate, with CO 
detectors the important thing 
is location, location, location. 
A unit in the basement, near 
the furnace, isn’t going to be 
of much help if you are los¬ 
ing consciousness two storeys 
up. “With carbon monoxide, 
if the levels do go up it’s not 
noticeable. You’ll tend to drift 
off into sleep. You need the 
alarm to wake you,” Saxler 
says. “Make sure you have 
one in the bedrooms.... If one 
goes off in the basement, you 
won’t hear it.” 

Smoke detectors 

If your smoke detectors 
aren’t hard-wired, ensuring 
that their batteries are still 
functioning could save your 
family in the event of a fire. 



The best idea, experts say, 
is not to wait till the device 
starts that annoying beeping 
that signals the batteries are 
about to die. 

They suggest people re¬ 
place batteries in smoke and 
carbon monoxide detectors 
pre-emptively twice a year, 
when clocks are put forward 
and turned back in conjunc¬ 
tion with the start and end of 


daylight savings time. Saxler 
says it’s also worth eyeing the 
equipment to see if it is past 
its best-before date. “They’re 
usually good for maybe 10 
years from the date of manu¬ 
facturing,” he says. 

The gutters 

If your eavestroughs need to 
be cleared of fallen leaves, 


that’s going to involve climb¬ 
ing a ladder. And this time of 
year, ladder falls are a com¬ 
mon cause of emergency 
room visits, according to data 
collected a few years ago by 
the Canadian Institute for 
Health Information. It found 
that between gutter cleaning 
and Christmas-light installa¬ 
tions, 

November is a peak time 


for ladder-fall accidents. Mar¬ 
chand says you might want 
to think about getting a pro¬ 
fessional to clear out the gut¬ 
ters on your house. But if you 
decide to brave the climb, be 
careful. “Ladder safety is im¬ 
portant. The ladder should be 
attached at the top and you 
should have somebody at the 
bottom,” he says.

Successful reno 
takes planning 


Renovate with confidence — 
plan for success. The sugges¬ 
tions below, offered by the 
Canadian Renovators’ Coun¬ 
cil of the Canadian Home 
Builders’ Association, will 
set you well on your way to a 
home renovation that is done 
right. 

Know what you want 

A renovation is an investment, 
and the decisions you make, 
large and small, will have an 
effect on the value, and your 
enjoyment, of your home for 
a long time. Take the time to 
explore the possibilities and 
develop a detailed plan. 

Get professional advice 

Renovation professionals 
have a wealth of experi¬ 
ence and can advise you on 
budgets, work with you to 
develop the right design and 
help you choose appropriate 
products and materials. If you 
opt to do the design work as a 
separate first step, a designer 
can also prepare a firm plan 
for you to get bids for the ac¬ 
tual work. Alternatively, you 


may wish to hire a design/ 
build renovator to look after 
all facets of your project. 

Set a realistic budget 

The cost of finishing products 
varies tremendously. Spe¬ 
cial trades may be required 
for tasks such as rerouting 
plumbing and wiring.

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Design. Create a harmonious environment 


Good design is an integral 
part of a successful renova¬ 
tion.

The restaurant is partnering 
with Seva Canada, an international de¬ 
velopment organization founded in 1982 
to restore sight and prevent blindness in 
the developing world. 

Dinner is served by visually impaired 
staff while guests will experience what it 
feels like to be blind for an evening. 

“It’s a really engaging and entertaining 
way for our guests to get a sense of what 
it might be like to be blind while gain¬ 
ing awareness of this global issue,” says 
Penny Lyons, Seva Canada’s executive 
director. “Avoidable blindness is a solv¬ 
able problem. We have the answers; the 
suffering is unnecessary.” 

World Sight Day is held annually on 
the second Thursday in October. The goal 
is to raise awareness of blindness and vi¬ 
sion impairment in the general public and 
to push governments around the world 
to improve national blindness prevention 
programs.

Caught up in the euphoria of 
the 2010 Olympics, moguls 
skier Jenn Heil blurted out at 
the conclusion of the Games 
that she intended to raise $1 
million for the Because I am a 
Girl campaign. 

Then she took a big gulp. 

“I think I got veiy excited 
and swept away in Vancouver,” 
Heil said. 

“Eveiything felt possible in 
Vancouver. So I said the mil¬ 
lion dollars and then I was ter¬ 
rified that I’d put that out there 
because I had no plan on how 
to go about it.” 

But Heil is a woman ac¬ 
customed to the risk of speed¬ 
ing through moguls. She won 
Olympic gold in 2006 and 


silver four years later in Van¬ 
couver. 

Heil has reached her cam¬ 
paign target and is actually 
closer to $1.1 million, she said. 

Plan Canada’s Because I am 
a Girl program operates on the 
premise that if a girl is nour¬ 
ished and has a safe environ¬ 
ment and an education, she 
can raise the standard of living 
for herself, her family and her 
community. 

The International Day of 
the Girl, initiated by the United 
Nations, is on Friday. 

Heil will be in Ottawa Thurs¬ 
day to promote an interactive 
art installation supporting 
girls’ education globally. 

Heil’s efforts have helped 


fund 3,000 school scholarships 
for girls in Africa’s Burkina 
Faso, as well as schools, play¬ 
grounds and water facilities 
there and in other countries. 

“We often feel we don’t 
know where to start, there’s 
so many challenges in this 
world,” Heil said. “That’s true, 
but in terms of girls’ educa¬ 
tion, a little goes a long way.” 

Heil retired in 2011 as a 
four-time world champion. 

The 30-year-old from 
Spruce Grove, Alta., runs an an¬ 
nual girls-only moguls camp. 
She will be at the 2014 Win¬ 
ter Games in Sochi, Russia, as 
a television commentator for 
moguls.
